closing extravaganza? 

Actually, it gets even 
more bizarre because, 
as Alex told The GEM: 
“It was because we 
sang in a Welsh male 
voice choir!” 

He explained: “Rob 
and I work in London 
now. Rob is a tax advi¬ 
sor and I am a solicitor . 

“However, we both 
sing with the Gwalia 
Male Voice Choir and, 
back in April, the 
London Welsh Male 
Voice Choir asked us to 
join them as ‘ringers’ 
because they had been 
asked to sing the 
Olympic Hymn at the 
closing ceremony. 

“That meant commit¬ 
ting to rehearsals in 
Dagenham. There was a 
space there that was the 
same size as the 
Olympic Stadium,

polo team!”

NEXT, A STATUE OF 
lOLO IN THE VALE? 


F ollowing last week’s Eisteddfod 
here in the Vale, I wanted to write to 
thank all those involved in planning, 
organising and running such a successful 
national cultural festival. 

It is also important that we secure a local legacy 
on this in the same way as is planned following the 
Olympics. 

Many people from all parts of the Vale and others 
across Whales will have spent years in ensuring the 
Eisteddfod went without a hitch. All should be con¬ 
gratulated on the part they played. 

Local fundraising groups raised £315,000 through 
community initiatives bringing people together from 
all walks of life to celebrate all things Welsh. 

It was a delight to see local schools and teachers 
central to the celebrations. The former and current 
ad mi nistration and officers of the Vale Council need 
to be recognised for their role. 

Landowners and businesses supported the initia¬ 
tive with enthusiasm.

Bell tolls for the EU? 


I REFER to the 
response last week 
from John Turner, 
after my letter con¬ 
cerning Cardiff 
Airport was recent¬ 
ly published. 

Surely Mr Turner is 
missing the point, and 
to suggest my wife and 
I should stay in Wales 
and not travel abroad, is 
ridiculous. 

Currently, there are 
over 700,000 passen¬ 
gers from Wales flying 
in and out of Bristol 


Airport every year. 

If one then adds to 
this the thousands of 
other passengers from 
Wales using alternative 
airports like Heathrow, 
Gatwick, Luton, 
Manchester etc, the 
numbers really do add 
up to make Cardiff 
Airport viable. 

There are probably at 
least one million pas¬ 
sengers who could fly 
each year out of Cardiff 
Airport, but don’t, pure¬ 
ly on economic grounds 
(the price of tickets is 
too high) so they 


choose alternative air¬ 
ports. 

A few weeks back, it 
was reported by the 
BBC ’s‘Eye on Wales 
programme’ that the 
Bristol Airport chief 
executive, Mr Robert 
Sinclair, wanted to 
work closely with the 
Welsh Assembly to pro¬ 
mote Bristol Airport as 
the gateway into Wales. 

He said that south 
Wales was very much 
part of the catchment 
area, and he wanted the 
Welsh Government to 
view ''Bristol Airport as 
an opportunity, and not 
a threat”. 

He then went on to 
say that he wanted to 
increase and improve 
the services that they 
provide for the Welsh 
passengers. 

It seems to me that 
this is the calibre of 
person Cardiff Airport 
management want if it 
is to be successful. 

There are 3.06 mil¬ 
lion people currently 
living in Wales with 
approximately, two mil¬ 


lion living in south 
Wales and within a one- 
hour drive to the airport 
at Rhoose. 

So, therefore, Rhoose 
Airport is well situated 
for Wales and Cardiff.

Look at a British ath¬ 
lete on an Olympic 
podium, however, and 
there is no reason to dis¬ 
approve of Ryan Giggs 
and co’s “failure” to 
sing the UK anthem. 

I have yet to see one 
English athlete actually 
singing the British 
national anthem during 
a medal ceremony. 

Indeed, when Daley 
Thompson had the 
temerity to whistle 
along with it in 1984, he 
was accused of “disre¬ 
spect”.

Lyn wants to take part 
in 10k fun runs in 
Swansea and Cardiff, but 
organisers are using 
health and safety rules as 
a reason to reject his 
appliction. 

Lyn, who along with 
his wife Lucy is keen to 
raise the profile of the 
CL Trust, wants his 
daughter to be a part of 
the family’s fundraising 
efforts. 

“Exercise is not just 
important for Nancy. It 
is imperative to keep her 
lungs healthy and may 
prevent her needing a 
lung transplant at a rela¬ 
tively young age and 
extend her life. 

“I am determined to 
give her every opportu¬ 
nity to enjoy running, 
first as passenger and 
hopefully as a runner 
when she is a little 
older.” 

Local MP, Alun 
Cairns, said he was sup¬ 
porting the Llantwit 
Major family and 
claimed it was “a non¬ 
sense” to prevent Lyn 
and Nancy’s dual partici¬ 
pation when people reg¬ 
ularly run marathons in a 
host of extravagant 
fancy dress outfits. 

Mr Cairns said he 
would be taking the mat¬ 
ter up with race organis¬ 
ers, adding: “While run¬ 
ning last year’s London 
Marathon, I was over¬ 
taken regularly by many 
people dressed in the 
most elaborate costumes.

cystic fibrosis.

Hannah brings home 
silver as Wales scoops 
a record medal haul!

HANNAH MILLS from 
Dinas Powys won a silver 
medal at the Olympic 
Games, contributing to 
Wales’ biggest ever haul in 
sport’s greatest festival. 

Hannah and fellow team mem¬ 
ber Saskia Clark took part in the 
470 sailing class at Weymouth. 

Although Hannah, aged 24, was 
“gutted” to have missed out on 
gold, it was one of Wales’ record 
seven medals in an Olympic 
Games. 

Hannah and Saskia crossed the 
finishing line last Lriday, 
AugustlO, in second position in 
the decisive race with New 
Zealand taking gold. 

People in Dinas Powys can’t 
wait to welcome Hannah and her 
family home. 

In The Star public house in the 
centre of the village, where 
Hannah’s brother Michael once 
served behind the bar, there was 


mounting excitement as the girl 
from Dinas Powys closed in on a 
medal. 

The Star’s landlord Michael 
Larrell said: “We’re looking for- 
wared to having a glass of wine 
with the family when they return 
home. 

“It was a big talking point in the 
pub last week as each race took 
place. 

“It’s a great achievement and 
people in the village are thrilled.” 

The chief executive of the 
Welsh Yachting Association 
Steven Morgan said it was aston¬ 
ishing that Hannah and Saskia, a 
relatively new sailing pair, had 
achieved so much in a short time. 

“Since the partnership was 
announced in March 2011 they 
have won medals around the 
world on the ISAL Grand Prix cir¬ 
cuit. To become the World 
Champions and to win an Olympic 
medal in the same year is a fantas¬ 
tic achievement!” 


Dr Huw Jones of Sport Wales 
said Hannah, who honed her skills 
on Llanishen resevoir, provided 
proof that good support at grass 
roots level could lead to success in 
major sporting events. 

“Hannah’s achievements are 
such a boost to sport in Wales, par¬ 
ticularly female sport, and show 
how hard work and dedication can 
take you from sailing at the local 
club to the podium on the highest 
level of all. 

“Hannah, along with Saskia 
Clark, really proved their world- 
class quality with such consisten¬ 
cy during the competition. 

Coming just hours after Jade 
Jones scooped a historic medal in 
her sport, Hannah’s achievements 
added to the feel-good factor we 
have all embraced.” 

Hannah now has to decide 
whether to commit herself to com¬ 
peting in the Rio de Janeiro 
Games in 2016. TC 


Recycling company’s 
Llando’w investment 



A VALE recycling 
company has 
announced a sub¬ 
stantial investment 
aimed at expanding 
its business. 

The Llandow-based 
Siteserv Recycling last 
week announced that it 
would spend £400,000 
investment on new 
equipment. 

Privately funded, the 
investment covers the 
purchase of an industrial 
Meggabite Baler that 
will prepare waste 
streams, including plas¬ 
tics, cardboard, paper 
and aluminum, for the 
export market. 

A company spokes¬ 
woman said: “With a 
turnover in the region of 
£13 million, the export 
market currently 

accounts for around 12 
per cent of Siteserv’s 
business. 

“This is expected to 
double over the next 
two-year period, as 
demand for recyclables 
worldwide continues to 
increase, and residual 
waste is sent to the 
Netherlands.” 

The spokeswoman 
explained that non-recy- 
clable waste goes to the 
Netherlands, where is is 
burnt to generate heat 
and power for the city of 
Amsterdam.. 

Siteserv Recycling is 
privately owned by man¬ 
aging director Nigel 
England. The company 
employs 120 staff and 
operates from sites in 
Llandow, Pencoed and 
the north of England, 
where they operate on 
behalf of local authori¬ 
ties and private busi¬ 
nesses. 

Nigel England said: 
“Over 17 million tons of 
waste is produced each 
year in Wales and that

needs managing effec¬ 
tively if we are to 
achieve Welsh 

Government targets of 
75 per cent recycling by 
2025 and zero waste by 
2050. 

“Our material recov¬ 
ery facility (MRL) has 
been specifically 

designed to manage the 
treatment of municipal 
solid waste. 

“The process involves 
hand-sorting plastic bot¬ 
tles, plastic films, card¬ 
board, papers and wood 
from the waste stream. 
Steel items and alu¬ 
minum cans are mechan¬ 
ically removed. 

“The remaining prod¬ 
uct can then be burnt as a 
substitute for coal in 


Energy from Waste 
(EfW) plants across the 
UK and Europe.” 

“In a typical week we 
will process 200 tons of 
cardboard, 100 tons of 
newspaper waste, 95 
tons of office paper and 
20 tons of plastic bottles 
for recycling. 

“We also handle some 
35 tons of polythene and 
10 tons of glass each 
week.” 

He concluded: “’’Zero 
landfill is a target that 
we must all embrace if 
we are to meet the 
increasing requirements 
of EU legislation and the 
needs of future genera¬ 
tions. Continued invest¬ 
ment is, therefore, essen¬ 
tial.”

Wales ’5 most iconic 
buildings and unusual 
sites, including several 
in the Vale, will welcome 
thousands of visitors 
next month, as part of 
the annual Open Doors 
programme. 

Hundreds of attrac¬ 
tions, events and activi¬ 
ties will open to visitors 
free of charge through¬ 
out September. 

It will be organised by 
the Civic Trust for Wales 
and supported by Cadw, 
the Welsh Government’s 
historic environment 
service.

The 55-acre Grade 1 
registered Edwardian 
gardens are the result of 
the collaboration 
between the eminent 
landscape architect 
Thomas Mawson and 
passionate plant collec¬ 
tor Reginald Cory. 

Also open on 
September 15 and 16 (at 
10.30am-4.30pm) is St 
Cadoc’s Church, 
Llancarfan, the site of 
an early medieval class.

Of mites and men 


T he year is fast 
slipping away, 
and it is time for 
me here at Fonmon 
Apiary to assess the 
readiness of the bees to 
face the coming winter 
months. 

It has been something of 
a struggle for the bees so 
far. 

All of the colonies have 
been helped along by way 
of regular feeding with 
sugar syrup; without this 
help, death due to starva¬ 
tion would have been the 
outcome. 

So to further aid their 
survival, I must now look 
to the control of the Varroa 
Mite: to do this, a shallow 
tray will be inserted 
beneath the mesh floor of 
several hives and left in 
place for a set number of 
days, all hive debris will 
then fall into this tray 
along with the Varroa 
Mite. 

By inspecting the con¬ 
tents of each tray and 
counting the number of 
mites I see and using a 
supplied formula, an idea 
of the mite infestation can 
be calculated. This in its 
turn, will govern my 
response and how to treat. 
Getting the timing right 


is crucial: the breeding 
cycle of the mite is in 
close harmony with that of 
the bee; when the Queen 
lays an egg in a cell, it 
eventually hatches into a 
larvae and it is cared for 
until such time as it is 
ready to be sealed over 
and go through a period of 
metamorphosis, before it 
emerges as a new bee 
ready to take up its duties 
within the hive. 

The mites’ breeding 
cycle takes place within 
the sealed cell (the seal is 
a layer of wax) along with 
the developing bee and it 
lives on the body fluids of 
the developing bee, emerg¬ 
ing as and when the new 
bee does. 

The control medium 
used at present only affects 
those mites on the bees in 
the hive; any mites behind 
the wax seals are quite 
safe, and this is where the 
timing comes in. 

Those bees emerging 
now are the ones that will 
take the colony through 
the winter, the reduced 
daylight hours are a signal 
to the Queen bee to reduce 
her laying activity and the¬ 
oretically cease altogether. 

This then should mean 
no developing bee larvae 


and hence no place for 
mites to breed. By apply¬ 
ing my control during this 
broodless period, I can be 
sure of eradicating a good¬ 
ly amount of the adult 
mites, giving the bees a 
better chance of coming 
through the winter, free of 
predation from Varroa 
Mites. 

A variety of substances 
are on the market to aid 
this mite invasion, all sub¬ 
ject to the Veterinary 
Medicines Act. This does, 
of course, mean that the 
beekeeper is bound by law 
to record how and when 
they were used, records 
must be kept for 5 years. 

All in all, insects have 
had a rough time of it this 
year, particularly the polli¬ 
nators. The honeybee 
colony can number around 
60,000 at its peak in the 
summer. 

Many factors are making 
life difficult for the polli¬ 
nators none more so than 
those caused by HUMANS. 

It has been stated that 
humans are the one 
species that can change 
the planet and we are cer¬ 
tainly doing just that - but 
not always for the better.

Council in the form 
of the ‘precept’ to 
be spent by council¬ 
lors who are 
accountable to the 
community and, of 
course, this is good 
for grass-roots 
democracy. 

A community council 
provides a means of 
organising and directing 
the efforts of those who 
wish to contribute and I 
would certainly be in 
favour of such councils 
in all of the Vale’s com¬ 
munities. 

However, I would 
caution Mr Bailey that 
not all is sweetness and 
light within community 
councils; whilst this 
forum provides a means 
of coordinating volun¬ 
tary efforts, it can pro¬ 
vide a focus for those 
bent on dissent and dis¬ 
ruption. There are sever¬ 
al recent examples of 
this in the Vale’s area. 

Moreover, and as Mr 


Bailey is probably 
aware, community coun¬ 
cils have legal obliga¬ 
tions; for example, in the 
area of financial matters 
and the proper recording 
of the minutes of meet¬ 
ings. 

To do this, the com¬ 
munity council has to 
decide whether it wishes 
to employ a clerk. The 
function can be carried 
out by volunteers from 
within or outside the 
council, but if a person 
is employed then of 
course, at least the mini¬ 
mum wage must be paid 
and employment law 
also rears its head. 

As a former council¬ 
lor, I can advise that 
matters can become very 
unpleasant because when 
Wick community coun¬ 
cil decided to save 
money to spend on com¬ 
munity facilities, the 
only realistic way to do 
this was to make the role 
of paid clerk redundant 
and undertake all the 


statutory activities on a 
voluntary basis. 

This would have 
saved more than 75 per 
cent of the precept 
income that was used to 
pay the clerk’s wages 
and remunerate expens¬ 
es. However, the case 
was taken to an 
Employment Tribunal 
for claimed unfair dis¬ 
missal. 

But despite the Judge 
agreeing that the role of 
paid clerk had become 
“a genuine redundancy 
situation”, Wick 
Community Council was 
hit with a punitive com¬ 
pensation order awarded 
to the clerk of over 
£1,800, a sum that had 
been saved by carrying 
out all council activities 
voluntarily. 

In fact, the councillors 
were not affected by the 
imposition of the £1,800 
‘fine’, but it is the local 
children of all ages who 
are adversely affected, as 
this money was to be 


spent on facilities for 
them. 

As confirmed later by 
a senior employment 
judge, when considering 
redundancies and other 
employment law mat¬ 
ters, the judiciary makes 
no allowance whatsoever 
that an organisation is a 
voluntary one. 

It applies the same 
strict, inflexible and 
myopic principles as if 
the employing organisa¬ 
tion was a greedy and 
grasping commercial 
company, interested only 
in maximising its profit. 

Finally, it is worth 
noting that in Wick, sev¬ 
eral people have pro¬ 
posed that we follow the 
example of Rhoose and 
abandon our community 
council to save money 
etc.

Many of the passengers have 
bought the items while on holiday 
believing that they are legal in the UK 
because they are on general sale in 
resorts in countries like Spain, Turkey 
and Bulgaria. 

With the busy summer holiday sea¬ 
son fully under way. Border Force is 
reminding travellers heading abroad to 


think carefully before bringing back 
holiday ‘souvenirs’. 

Carrying items that are banned or 
for which a licence or permit is need¬ 
ed is illegal. 

Officers will seize these items and 
people caught smuggling them could 
also face prosecution and imprison¬ 
ment. 

Alex Lawther of Border Force in 
Wales, said: “Just because you can 
legally buy an item while on holiday 
abroad does not mean you can bring it 
back to the UK. ” 

“If you are caught trying to smug¬ 
gle dangerous weapons into the coun¬ 
try or simply unaware of the controls 
in place, these weapons will be detect¬ 
ed and confiscated and you could face 
prosecution. ’’ 
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St Athan is on the

THE National Theatre of 
Wales put St Athan on the 
UK map last week with a 
production of 

Shakespeare’s Coriolanus, 
staged in an aircraft 
hangar in Picketston. 

It was a production that attract¬ 
ed high praise from the national 
press, with four star reviews in 
The Times and The Guardian, 
while The Observer gave a rave, 
saying: “..these brilliant offerings 
from the National Theatre of 
Wales (no one who saw it will 
ever forget The Passion) mean 
that we can no longer talk of ‘the 
National’ and mean only the 
South Bank.” 

Directors Mike Pearson and 
Mike Brookes have crafted an 
overwhelming experience that 
completely envelopes the audi¬ 
ence. 

Headphones are supplied and, 
from the moment I switched mine 
on, I was drawn in to the action. 

Walking in to the hangar, you 
are confronted with two video 
screens. One is an ‘eye in the sky’ 
moving around on wires, just like 
the camera at the Millennium 
Stadium for rugby matches. 

The other screen is for a hand¬ 
held camera that follows the 
actors around.

The result is that you can 
choose how you want to watch a 
scene. You can see the camera’s 
point of view or, once you realise 
where the scene is taldng place, 
you can go over and take a close 
look. 

Sometimes, that can be a very 
close look. At one stage, I won¬ 
dered off to look at another part 
of the set, a war zone with burnt- 
out cars, and suddenly found 
Richard Lynch (playing 
Coriolanus) three feet away, 
armed with a sword and staring 
right at me! 

As you may gather, the actors 
move through the crowd, or get 
into a van or car and drive to 
another part of the set. 

They are always in character 
and appear oblivious to the audi¬ 
ence. Sometimes they meet and 
talk in a caravan, or in the back of 
a van, so the audience has to rely 
on the held held cameraman. 

It is like watching newsreel but 
at the same time being caught up 
in a crowd while real events are 
played out in front of you. 

When a fight breaks out 
among the actors (Coriolanus has 
anger management issues) the 
brawling actors spin off into the 


audience, trusting that they will 
get out of the way! 

Thanks to the headphones, you 
hear every scrap of dialogue, 
together with John Hardy’s 
music, and, as the actors all speak 
their lines so clearly, you feel you 
are missing nothing as the story 
unfolds. 

Played in modern dress, 
Coriolanus looks like a militia 
leader in a modern city, and 
Richard Lynch plays him with an 
air of simmering rage - a grenade 
with the pin coming loose. 

His confrontations with his 
military rival, Tullus Aufidius 
(Richard Harrington) are intense 
and close up - like two heavy¬ 
weight boxers at a weigh-in. 

The rest of the cast are uni¬ 
formly good, and it all comes 
together to make an unforgettable 
evening. 

It is only on for three more 
nights (August 16-18) which is a 
shame. 

In a perfect world, pupils who 
say they ‘don’t get’ Shakespeare 
would be bussed in from all over 
Wales to see his work come alive 
so vividly.

Group rambles through the 
centuries in the rural Vale 


O N their penultimate 
summer evening 
walk, when most 
people were prohahly still 
glued to the exciting 
London 2012 Olympics on 
television, four Penarth & 
District Ramblers {and a 
black Labrador) were lured 
away to meet their leader 
Val W, for a visit to a hill 
fort in the rural Vale. 

Llancarfan, translated as 
Church of the Stags, is tucked 
away within the steep-sided 
wooded valley of the Nant Carfan 
or Nant Llancarfan brook that 
runs through the village which is 
built around the Fox and Hounds 
public house, which dates back to 
the 18th century, the school built 
in 1875 and the church dedicated 
to St Cadoc. 

The Nant Llancarfan was an 
important feature, not only as a 
water suppl,y but as a power 
source for the corn and woollen 
mills and, prior to the mid 20th 
century, the village also boasted a 
smithy. 

Crossing the ford, the group 


ascended the Walterston lane 
before crossing three fields and 
the Moulton lane to make their 
way to the Iron Age hill fort at 
Castle Ditches, which is also a 
scheduled monument. 

Located on a hill overlooking 
the Nant Llancarfan valley where 
the Ford and Moulton Brooks 
meet, the large enclosure which 
covers a level plateau was occu¬ 
pied into the Roman era and 
beyond. This has been supported 
by finds of pottery. 

After exploring the fort, the 
group dropped back into the val¬ 
ley, passing Broomwell to make 
their way back to St Cadoc’s 
Church. 

Originally, an early medieval 
monastery was established there 
by Cadog ap Gwynllyw, which 
consisted of a clas or community 
of monks including an Abbot, 
priest, doctor and canons which 
became an important learning and 
training centre. 

This monastery was destroyed 
by the Danes and, after the 
Norman invasion, the monastery 
was given by Fitzhamon, the 
Norman Lord of Glamorgan, to 
the Benedictine Abbey of St 


Peter’s in Gloucestershire and the 
monastery, having lost its status, 
became the Parish Church dedi¬ 
cated to St Cadoc (or Cadog). 

The group were interested to 
hear how, in 2008, within the 
present 14th century church a 
series of wall paintings were dis¬ 
covered that had been hidden 
under centuries of whitewash, a 
legacy of the time when King 
Henry VIII split with Rome and 
all decorative pictures of culture 
and belief were whitewashed out. 

In fact, in 1875 the vicar 
reported that renovations to the 
church could not be carried out 
due to a lack of funds, which by 
fate actually saved those beautiful 
wall paintings that surely would 
have been destroyed without 
being discovered.

Regeneration of 
Cosmeston Medieval 
Village continues 


A PROMINENT 
member of the 
Friends of 
Cosmeston 
Medieval Village 
Trust (FCMVT) 
has spoken out to 
calm fears that the 
regeneration of the 
village had stalled. 

The demolition of 
outbuildings, once used 
to house some of the 
livestock that lived at 
the attraction, sparked 
fears that further cuts 
were being made fol¬ 
lowing on from staff 
cuts reported in The 
GEM earlier this year. 

But Tracey 
Alexander, one of the 
founder members of the 
trust, has stated that 
their partnership with 
the Vale Council is 
moving forward as 
planned and that the 
removal of the outbuild¬ 
ings was part of a con¬ 
tinued regeneration of 
the site. 

She told The GEM: 
“They (the Vale 
Council) haven’t been 
demolishing buildings, 
they’ve been tidying 
things up. 

“The outer buildings 
were now against health 
and safety regulations 
so they have been 
demolished and work 
started on bringing the 
park in line with mod¬ 


ern rulings. 

“We now have anoth¬ 
er meeting with the 
Vale Council in 
September to see where 
we can go next in terms 
of work.” 

Ms Alexander also 
spoke about ECMVT’s 
next move in terms of 
establishing itself as a 
charitable body. She 
said that £5,000 needed 
to be raised in order to 
register themselves as a 
charity, and that 
fundraising would begin 
in due course. 

A meeting will take 
place today (August 16) 
at Cosmeston (12pm) 
with the Glamorgan and 
Gwent Archaeological 
Trust, who originally 
carried out the archeo¬ 
logical work on the site, 
with a view to striking a 
partnership with them 
going forward in reno¬ 
vating the village. 

She also stressed that 
she wishes to contact 
the archeological team 
at Cardiff University, 
who currently handle 
work at the village, 
with a view to doing the 
same. 

Coun Gwyn John, 
Vale Council cabinet 
member for leisure, 
parks, culture and 
sports development, 
said: “The medieval vil¬ 
lage at Cosmeston 
Lakes Country Park is 
very much alive and 


kicking. 

“Senior parks man¬ 
agement, in partnership 
with Tracy Alexander 
and Valerie Poole, have 
been looking at ways to 
enhance the visitor 
experience at this excit¬ 
ing heritage site. 

“The Glamorgan and 
Gwent Archaeological 
Trust will be meeting 
parks manager Steve 
Latham and Tracey 
Alexander to discuss 
further. 

“Extensive health 
and safety work has 
been carried out in the 
village over the past 
two months. One rotten 
wooden building and 
fence line has been 
removed as a danger to 
the public, pathways 
have been resurfaced, 
walls repaired and gates 
replaced. This has all 
been made possible 
with the aid of the 
Cardiff and Vale 
National Health Trust 
volunteers. 

“The village is open 
to the public daily, free 
of charge, and an 
informative audio tour 
can be hired for £3.50. 
We also offer costumed 
guided tours to schools 
and pre booked parties 
at a nominal fee,” he 
added.

CONNECTED? 


I ’M talking, of course, 
about effective 
broadband connec¬ 
tivity... As GEM readers 
will be aware, I have 
campaigned since my 
election for improvement 
to the broadband infra¬ 
structure and delivery 
across the Vale. 

Barry, Llantwit Major 
and Colwinston now have 
fibre-optic broadband and 
I’m continuing to make the 
case for Cowbridge and the 
rural Vale to benefit from a 
faster, better internet serv¬ 
ice. 

Poor connectivity 
remains an issue for many. 
It was good to hear last 
month that the Welsh 
Government has finally 
appointed BT as the con¬ 
tractor to implement the 
investment in broadband 
infrastructure across Wales, 
through funding by the UK 
Government. 

During 2011, the UK 
Government announced 
that it would provide £56m 
for investment in super-fast 
broadband across Wales. 

The ambitious project - 
which is the largest part¬ 
nership of its kind in the 
UK - will use public and 
private funds to deliver 
fibre broadband to parts of 
the country not covered by 
commercial plans. 

The Welsh Government 
has yet to announce which 
areas will benefit from the 
investment of the schedule 
for installation. All the

work from this project is to 
be completed by the end of 
2015. 

The project is the next 
phase in the delivery of the 
Welsh Government’s com¬ 
mitment to make high 
speed broadband available 
across the country. 

It will build on BT’s exist¬ 
ing investment, with the 
aim being that 96 per cent 
of Welsh homes and busi¬ 
nesses will have access to 
world class broadband 
speeds of up to 80Mbps by 
the end of 2015. 

In the meantime, there is 
another option for residents 
and businesses in the rural 
Vale to get connected or to 


improve their download 
and upload capacity. 

A Caerphilly-based firm 
has launched a new service 
in the Vale which relies on a 
completely wireless method 
of connecting to the inter¬ 
net. 

The Konek-T broadband 
service has successfully con¬ 
nected villagers from St 
Hilary, Sigingstone, St 
Mary Church and 
Llancarfan. 

The local internet solu¬ 
tion company provided Wi¬ 
Fi connectivity for stand- 
holders and visitors alike at 
last week’s National 
Eisteddfod in Llandow. 

The company has its wire¬ 
less equipment located on 
the Arqiva Communications 
Mast, adjacent to the A48 
near St Hilary - and for 
those living or working 
within seven miles of the 
mast, improved broadband 
connectivity should be pos¬ 
sible. 

If your internet download 
connection speed is regular¬ 
ly less than 2Mbs then you 
are considered to be located 
in a “slow-spot” and can 
qualify for a Welsh 
Government funding grant 
(residential and business) 
from the Broadband 
Support Scheme initiative,. 

This enables free installa¬ 
tion of any system that will 
improve your connection 
speed above the 2Mbs 
threshold.

THE Barry and 
Cadoxton Gardeners 
Association was offi¬ 
cially set up in January 
1986 to encourage gar¬ 
dening, and obtain for 
its members conces¬ 
sions on materials. 

It was based in a cor¬ 
rugated tin shed at 
Kenilworth Road, 
Cadoxton, and proved a 
popular source of advice 
and gardening materials 
for local allotment hold¬ 
ers and gardeners. 

A decline in member¬ 
ship, cheaper prices at 
garden centres, and 
advanced age, illness 
and death of its commit¬ 
tee members led to the 
association’s closure in 
2005. 

The association’s con¬ 
stitution stated that 
funds or profits should 
be applied to garden- 


related projects. Its last 
secretary, Cyril Wood, 
intended to donate the 
funds remaining on its 
closure to local chari¬ 
ties, including the Ty 
Hafan memorial garden.

Advice Bureau in 
the Vale has warned 
about a “despicable 
scam” that is target¬ 
ing people in finan¬ 
cial trouble.

issued a statement saying 
that impostors claiming 
to be from the CAB are 
preying on people with 
money worries with cold 
calls offering fake ‘debt 


help’. 

CAB chiefs said no 
genuine Citizens Advice 
Bureau would ever call 
people out of the blue, 
offering to set up a debt 
management plan. 

They urged anyone 
receiving such a call or 
text to alert Action Fraud 
immediately on 0300 123 
2040, or on www.action- 
fraud. org. uk/reportj'rau 
d 

They also urged any¬ 


one in financial difficul¬ 
ties to contact the bureau 
for free, confidential, 
independent and expert 
advice to help resolve 
debt problems. 

Vale CAB chief exec¬ 
utive Jane Clay said: 
“This is a despicable 
scam that trades on pub¬ 
lic trust in our service. 

“We were horrified 
when someone who was¬ 
n’t an existing client con¬ 
tacted us to find out how

we knew they were in 
debt, and told us they had 
had a call from one of our 
advisers. 

“We made it very clear 
that no CAB adviser, or 
anyone connected with 
the CAB, would ever 
phone or text someone 
out of the blue. 

“We cannot stress this 
too strongly, and we 
would urge anyone get¬ 
ting a bogus call like this 
to end the call as quickly 
as possible, never give or 
confirm any personal 
information, and to 
report the call immedi¬ 
ately to Action Fraud and 
to the CAB. 

“This advice applies to 
any cold call or text that 
offers you a loan, help 
dealing with debt prob¬ 
lems, or claims to be 
from your bank - it is 
almost certainly a scam. 

“We also want to reas¬ 
sure anyone experiencing 
debt or money worries 
that we can help. 

“Our service is com¬ 
pletely free, confidential 
and independent, and we 
have many years of expe¬ 
rience and expertise in 
helping people get debt 
free and stay that way.”

On the evening of 
Wednesday, August 8, it 
was announced that Isaias 
Grandis was the winner of 
this year’s ‘Welsh Learner 
of the Year’ competition at 
the Vale of Glamorgan 
National Eisteddfod - dur¬ 
ing a special ceremony at 
the Bear Hotel, in 
Cowhridge. 

There were four on the short¬ 
list this year, but the adjudicators 
decided that Isaias deserved the 
accolade. 

Eisteddfod organiser, Hywel 
Wyn Edwards, said: “The stan¬ 
dard this year has been very high, 
and it’s been great to see so many 
people competing. It’s a clear

Isaias spent his youth in 
Cordoba, before settling with his 
family in Trevelin, Chubut.

He began to learn Welsh at the 
Welsh School in the Andes at the 
age of 15, obtaining a scholarship 
to come to Wales in 2006. 

He returned to Wales in 2009, 
where he attended an intensive 
Welsh language course at Cardiff 
University. He then returned to 
Patagonia, and worked as a Welsh 
language tutor at the Welsh 
school in the Andes, as a teacher 
in Ysgol y Eelin, as a Welsh his¬ 


tory teacher in the local second¬ 
ary school, and as a tourism 
teacher at the secondary school in 
Corcovado. 

He strives to promote the lan¬ 
guage in the community by 
attracting students, young and 
old, to the Welsh school. He 
hopes to increase the use of 
Welsh locally, and his main 
dream is to build a bilingual 
school (Welsh and Spanish) in 
Trevelin, similar to Ysgol yr 
Hendre in Trelew. 

The trophy was donated by

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Dairy farming and showing cows 


S OUTH WALES has the perfect cli¬ 
mate for dairy farming. The 
warmth of the Gulf Stream encour¬ 
ages grass growth early in the spring 
and the regular summer rainfall - while 
not always welcomed by everyone - 
keeps the grass growing well into the 
autumn. 

Glamorganshire, in particular, has good quality 
fertile soils along the coast line and on the lower 
lying land. Farmers have been milking cows in 
our county for many generations in order to pro¬ 
vide the growing urban population with good qual¬ 
ity fresh local milk. 

In recent years numbers of farmers milking 
cows in Glamorgan has reduced dramatically, but 
there are still some excellent farms keeping the 
milk flowing. 

A dairy farmer’s working day is a very long day 
indeed, with morning milking often well under 
way by 6am and evening milking finishing by 
7pm, and that’s on a good day when nothing goes 


wrong and there is no other task such as silage 
making, harvesting or drilling seed to be done! 

As dairy farmers, we love our cows dearly. We 
become very attached to them as we spend so 
much time working alongside them. With pedigree 
breeders, like ourselves at Tytanglwyst Farm, the 
animals we milk today are all descendants of the 
cows our grandfathers were milking many years 
ago. The rich heritage of working with the same 
families of cows on the same land as our parents 
and grandparents before us means a great deal and 
something we take great pride in. 

The Vale of Glamorgan Show is a highlight in 
the calendar for all farmers in the region, and for 
many of us a chance to showcase the best of our 
livestock. Showing your cows is great fun but 
there is a huge amount of work required in 
advance of the big day. 

Preparations start about three to four weeks 
before hand, with X-factor style auditions to see 
which cows will make it through to be chosen to 
go to the show! 

My father and I will debate and finally decide 
which cows we think are the best on our farm and 


then we need to halter train them. 

Halter training is like a battle of will between 
the farmer and the cow; the vast majority of cows 
like to be made a fuss of and are only too happy to 
be paraded around in front of the rest of the herd. 
However, you will always get a stubborn individ¬ 
ual who thinks she is taking the farmer for a walk! 
With a modern Holstein weighing up to 750kg 
(three quarters of a tonne), it’s not always that easy 
to educate the cow that she is going to be led 
where you wish her to go! 

Lots of washing, grooming and clipping of the 
best behaved cows then follows and your elite 
group are transported to the show for final pamper¬ 
ing early in the morning before the judging com¬ 
mences. A day of banter and friendly competition 
amongst neighbours and friends follows, with 
everyone ending up in the member’s tent for some 
well-earned refreshments at the end of a great day. 

The cows, of course, are also fed and watered 
and taken home to be milked at the end of a great 
day out - hopefully with some rosettes!

A bout a 

decade ago, 
the Fonmon 
Estate was 
approached by the 
Vale of Glamorgan 
Agricultural 
Society to see if it 
would be possible 
to hold their annual 
show at Fonmon 
Castle. 

I was both flattered 
and delighted to help, 
firstly because the previ¬ 
ous showground at 
Cowbridge had been 
held on my maternal 
grandfather’s land, and 
second because of the 
history and high reputa¬ 


tion of the society. 

Bought as a Knight’s 
Fee early in the 12th 
century, the Fonmon 
Estate has always been 
at core a rural and agri¬ 
cultural concern. The 
main field where the 
show takes place was 
known as the ‘Lord’s 
Desmesne’ - and still 
has the remnants of the 
medieval strip farming 
system, in the form of 
shallow ridges every 
five and a half yards 
{fhat length being for¬ 
merly known as a rod, a 
pole or a perch, four of 
which make up a cricket 
pitch). 

We also have a long 
history of entering com¬ 


petitions held by the 
society, holding a medal 
for the ‘Best One Acre 
of Roots’ from 1792. 

Today, every element 
of the estate has to work 
for its living, and the 
castle, as well as being 
open to the public on 
certain days throughout 
the summer, hosts a 
wide variety of activities 
from weddings to pri¬ 
vate and corporate 
events, or being a film 
location. 

This year for the very 
first time, under the 
stewardship of my 
daughter Aliki, who is 
now taking over the run¬ 
ning of Fonmon, we will 
have a Fonmon stand

A CAMPAIGN to create a Welsh lan¬ 
guage centre in the Vale was launched 
during the National Eisteddfod. 

The project, which is using the working title ‘Ty 
Cadog’, is aimed at acquiring a building in the cen¬ 
tre of Barry, the largest town in the county, that 
could provide a range of opportunities for the pub¬ 
lic to use their Welsh in informal situations, such as 
a cafe or a bookshop. 

The idea was inspired by the campaign launched 
in the Eisteddfod last year to establish the old Saith 
Seren pub in Wrexham as a Welsh language centre. 

That was successful, and the centre is now flour¬ 
ishing. 

Spokesman Tim Pearce told The GEM that a 
recent report by researchers at Swansea University 
had urged the establishment of a network of such 
Welsh language centres throughout Wales. 

The launch at the Eisteddfod was addressed by 
Heini Gruffudd, one of the authors of the report, and 
Kay Holder, winner of the 2011 ‘Learner of the

Said Heini: “It cannot be denied that the chal¬ 
lenge of establishing a network of Welsh language 
centres is huge, especially in a society which is 
tending, in general, towards a retreat into the home 
in order to receive its entertainment. 

“It is a challenge which must be tackled in order 
to ensure that those adults who succeed in speaking 
Welsh can use their new found linguistic ability to 
create new Welsh speaking communities. 

“Also, we must provide opportunities to socialise 
in the Welsh language to the increasing number of 
young people who have been educated through the 
medium of Welsh, but who are unable to use it out¬ 
side of the school corridors.” 

The supporters of Ty Cadog expect eventually to 
sell shares in the project to the public in the same 
way that finance was raised for Saith Seren in 
Wrexham.

Fairtrade required for

IN our civilised Western society, the prin¬ 
ciple and practice of purchasing 
Fairtrade goods, commonly coffee, cocoa 
and bananas from developing countries, 
is nothing new. 

The principle is that under Eairtrade, the produc¬ 
er is guaranteed a price that will cover costs of pro¬ 
duction and allow for living expenses and reinvest¬ 
ment into a business. 

How sad it is that in the UK, the recent NEU 
coalition-led support for the UK dairy industry is 
pleading with milk processors and supermarkets to 
apply Eairtrade in the price that they pay farmers 
for milk. 

The recent announcements in early July by the 
majority of the major supermarkets and processors 
that they were going to reduce the price paid to 
farmers by a further 2p per litre was the final straw

for many family dairy farms. This meant that for 
many, the August 1 price paid to farmers of less 
than 14p per pint is way below the costs of produc¬ 
tion. Not the best way to run an essential food pro¬ 
duction business, when you get less for the product 
than it costs you to produce. 

Since the UK Dairy Summit meeting in 
Westminster on July 11, some suppliers and super¬ 
markets have indicated that they will reverse the 
price drop. Pressure is still needed from all con¬ 
sumers, pressure groups and politicians to ensure 
that the dairy industry in the UK is protected in a 
fair an appropriate manner. 

The NEU calls for a contractual code of best 
practice, ensuring that milk purchase contracts are 
fair and equitable to both buyer and seller. 

The remains of dairy farming in the Vale are now 
centred around some 18 herds, with some of the 
producers facing uncertain futures. 

If you value the milk that we pour on our cereal 
each morning, and wish to show your support for 
dairy farmers, then join the SOS Dairy Campaign 
via Facebook or Twitter, challenge the general man¬ 
ager of your local supermarket the next time you 
see a heavily discounted promotion on milk, or half 
price cheese. 

Finally, what better way of showing your real 
support for the Vale dairy industry than attending 
the Vale of Glamorgan Show next Wednesday, 
August 22, visiting the cattle section to see all the 
wonderful dairy animals being exhibited, and tak¬ 
ing the opportunity to talk milk and dairy farming 
with the farmers themselves?

The Eisteddfod’s 
‘welcome for all’ is 
more than words 


THE National Eisteddfod’s 
visit to the Vale for the first 
time in 44 years enjoyed blaz¬ 
ing sunshine and huge crowds 
towards the end of the week. 

On Friday and Saturday, the wet 
conditions and mud of earlier days 
were forgotten, and thousands of peo¬ 
ple basked in the warm weather, enjoy¬ 
ing the live performances of the 
choirs, browsing the innumerable stalls 
housing businesses, organisations and 
charities which operate through Wales. 

The National Eisteddfod constantly 
emphasizes that it wants to encourage 
English speaking people to experience 
the cultural event, and the perception 
of people the GEM spoke to was that it 
had passed that awkward hurdle - a 
festival that prides itself on its love for 
the Welsh language while still welcom¬ 
ing those with little knowledge of it. 

John Rees and his wife Sian, both 
English speakers, decided at the last 
minute to make a trip up the M4 from 
Swansea. 

John explained: “We saw that the 
weather was good and because the 
Eisteddfod isn’t that close that often, 
decided to come up. 

“Although, we don’t speak Welsh, it 
doesn’t stop us enjoying the entertain¬ 
ment and choirs, and there are lots of 
stalls to browse around. ” 

John said that although there was a 
suggestion that more money might be 
found for the National Eisteddfod if it 
broadened its appeal, he wouldn’t like 
to see a dilution in its present content. 
“It is about Welsh culture - that’s what 
people want to see. ” 

His wife Sian said the outing had 
been a success. “We’ve enjoyed the 
day. The stewards were helpjul and one 
directed us in English when he realised 
we didn’t speak Welsh.” 

Julian Rosser, an English speaking 
Welshman, who lives locally said: 
“Fm here working on the Oxfam stand 


and Fve found everybody very friendly. 
Sunday was wet and horrible, but it’s 
great now the sunshine has arrived.” 

And what is the most appealing part 
of the festival for him? “Fm looking 
forward to listening to the choir com¬ 
petition.” 

Julian’s English friend, Tamsin 
Wallbank, has lived in Cardiff for a 
decade, and said that making that little 
effort to use her limited Welsh phrases 
was appreciated. 

She explained: “Knowing a few 
words helps. ‘Please ’ and ‘thank you ’ 
do go a long way. Although I don’t 
speak Welsh, I have understood the 
odd word here and there as Fve gone 
round.” 

Alun Erancis, who was also visiting 
from Cardiff, said it was the first time 
he’d visited the Eisteddod and was 
interested in learning Welsh. 

“I visited a marquee which gave a 
lot of information about courses peo¬ 
ple can take. 

“An evening course would suit me 
best. I was interested to see there are 
Apps being produced which give 
instant translations which might 
encourage learners like me.” 

One person did make the point that 
signs in English as well as Welsh 
would be appreciated. 

On Eriday, the Eirst Minister 
Carwyn Jones was honoured for serv¬ 
ices to the Welsh nation when he 
entered the Gorsedd of the Bards as an 
honorary druid, alongside former 
Welsh footballer John Hartson and 
opera singer Wynne Evans. 

The National Eisteddfod had the 
tricky challenge of having to compete 
with the final week of the Olympics this 
year, and if it returns to the Vale in 
another 44 years, organisers will hope 
lightning doesn’t strike twice with 
Britain getting the Olympics again!

T here are 
three afford¬ 
able iconic 
cars that are still 
being manufactured 
today.

rear but today’s model 
has a more capable front 
mounted 1.2-litre return¬ 
ing 55mpg. The 35 litre 
fuel tank does mean 
more refuelling over 
long journeys. 

Without a doubt a city 
car, its diminutive size 
makes it simple to park 
in tight spaces and the 
five-speed gearbox is 
precise and enjoyable to 
use. On longer motor¬ 
way journeys it does suf¬ 
fer from buffeting in 
strong winds and prefers 
the straight to hills, 
stmggling in parts and 
requiring at least one 
gear change if not two.
